Citizen Army; Challe

PARIS (UPI)—After a 
long, tense night of inva- 
sion alarms President 
Charles de Gaulle took 
action Monday to form a 
citizen army to meet the 
threat of a paratroop in- 
vasion from Algeria. 


A Cabinet communique an- 
nounced that certain army re- 
serves will be called back to 
service by individual telegrams 
and be ‘formed into “regularly 
organized reserve units.” 


The decision to call out ele- 
ments of the army reserve fol- 
lowed the formal mobilization 
of 2,000 civilian volunteers who 
stepped forward during the 
night after Premier Michel 
| Debre announced on television 
that an invasion was imminent. 


The volunteers were fitted out 
with uniforms at the Paris In- 
terior Ministry. But a decision 
to hand out arms to them was 
postponed at dawn when offi- 
cialis decided the threat of in- 
vasion was over for the night. 

The civilian volunteers—most 
of them World War H veterans 
—were sent back home Mon- 
day morning. 

The Government called off a 
six-hour invasion alert early 
Monday but kept France on 
nearly a war gy to stop the 
military revolt in Algeria from 
becoming a full-scale civil war. 

De Gaulle was given the 
powers of a dictator. Fifteen 
thousand troops, police and vo- 
lunteers backed by light tanks 
guarded key points in Paris. 

In Algeria, the rebel generals 
who proclaimed their revolt 
last Saturday appeared to be 
extending their power without 
bloodshed 

De Gaulle found himself near- 
ly powerless to stop them. About 
half of his armed forces are 
in Algeria and they include the 
cream of the fighting units.

Am operation to transport a 
327-meter mountain for a dis 
tance of some 3,700 meters and 
to dump it into the sea has been 
in progress in Kobe.

The harbor bureau at Kobe 
which started the project early 
this month estimates the trans 
portation cost will run to ¥6,400 
million, To start the project, an 
underground tunnel will be 
built all the way from Mt. Tsu- 
rukabuto of the Rokko range to 
the seashore east of Kobe port. 
The tunnel, which will go under 
the center of Kobe City, will 
contain a long belt-conveyor to 
carry the soil from the moun- 
tain. 

In a period of four to five 
years, a new industrial area 
measuring some 920,000 square 
meters will emerge alongside 
the port of Kobe, The site, af- 
ter Mt, Tsurukabuto has been 
completely removed, in another 
five years, will be used as a 
residential area. 


Fish Preservation 


A fisheries experiment sta- 
tion in Miyazu, Kyoto Prefec- 
ture has been studying how to 
put fish asleep in an attempt 
to keep them fresh for many 
hours. The first success in this 
direction was recently reported 
by the station. According to the 
researchers. cuttlefish given a 
dip in sea water cooled to a 
temperature between one and 
two degrees ce remain- 


ed completely fres!\ for some 38 
hours. This @mple method of 
keeping fish alive is pre 


ferred to the conventional icing 
or freezing methods which are 
not sufficient to preserve fresh- 
ness. Further experiments with 
other kinds of fish are being 
contemplated. 


New Decorative Substance 


A manufacturer in Kana- 
gawa Prefecture claims it has 
developed a painting substance, 
using wastes of wool and other 
fibers, to give a “velveteen ef- 
fect” to rooms.

Underwater Oil 
Struck Near Suez 


CAIRO (UPI)—The United 
Arab Republic has struck oil 
underwater for the first time 
in its history, it was announc- 
ed Sunday. 


A spokesman for Eastern 
Petroleum Co. said the sub- 
marine well was located about 
125 miles south of Suez. He 
said the oil was found 8,000 feet 
under sea level in the Gulf of 
Suez. The spokesman estimat- 
ed the well will yield 300 cubic 
meters a day of high quality 
“ABI 31.3,” containing high pro- 
portions of kerosene, gas oll 
and diesel fuel. 


The spokesman added that 
two other wells in the same area 
will become operational within 
three months.

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Military Coup in Algeria 


It must be a matter for universal regret that the mili- 
tary coup in Algeria should have occurred at a time when 
prospects" for negotiations on the future status of that 
country between the French Government and the Moslem 
nationalists were becoming brighter. 


Thée four French generals who appear to be responsi- 


ble for the coup seem to be doing their own country an 
ill service by their action which is unlikely to have any 


constructive effect upon the 


future of Algeria, and can 


only. serve to increase the difficulties of the French people. 
Whatever we may think of the policies of President 


Charles de Gaulle in detail, 


so far as these have been 


revealed, it is clear that he has been seeking a workable 
solution. which would safeguard the interests of all con- 
cerned, while giving the Moslem peoples, both Arab and 
Berber, of Algeria the maximum degree of self-government. 
In the nature of the case, the problem is an exceedingly 
difficult. one, and the future of the European settlers in 


Algeria, ayer one million in 
tempts to find a solution. 


numbe:, looms large in at- 


The situation is clearly more serious than in May, 1958. 
Then it was the more intransigent elements among the 
colonists who tried to assert themselves by violent means; 
now it is the French army in Algeria that is up in arms 
against General De Gaulle’s policies. 


It remains to be seen what the repercussions will be 
in Metropolitan France. But one result of the coup which 
is of the greatest importance has already become manifest. 
On Sunday night President De Gaulle assumed full powers 
of state in order to cope persom:'ty with the situation. In 
a dramatic television address to the French nation he said 


he was invoking the lew 


of the Government without 


ving the President full control 


recourse to ordinary legal 


-proceduré. He gave a stern warning that the military 
coup of the insurgents might conduct the French nation 
as a whole to disaster and he declared: “In the name of 
France I order that all mean: be employed to reduce 


these men.” 


The President did not say how he 


to crush 


the revolt but we may presume that the expression “all 
means” implies that, if necessary, he will not hesitate to 
take military action. There is thus the sad possibility of 
Frenchmen fighting against Frenchmen, if the insurgents 


persist in their attitude. 


But it is difficult to see what 


else remains. The President must find it hard to nego- 
tiate with military men who have so openly set his Gov- 
ernment at defiance without seriously weakening his own 
position. And there cannot be two Frances—one in Europe 


and another in Africa. 


Unfortunately, there seems to be no French national 


opinion upon the subject of 


what the procedure should 


be in giving selfdetermination to Algeria. The matter 
has so largely been in the hands of General De Gaulle 
himself that responsible public opinion has been waiting 
on his decisions. Now that he has assumed what is vir- 
tually a dictatorship, however necessary that action may 
appear to be under the immediate circumstances, we foresee 
difficulties of a serious kind ahead and the position of 
the President itself may be actively challenged. 


Premier Michel Debre issued a 


night 


warning Sunday 
that the “military mutineers” in Algeria were “ready” to 
answer the President's assumption of dictatorial powers 
with an invasion of France itself, particularly the Paris 
area. We hope that no such foolhardy plan will material- 


ize. 


At‘a time when France is showing growing economic 


prosperity under the De Gaulle regime a civil war on 
French soil could have immeasurable consequences. 


While the latest developments in Algeria naturally oc- 
cupy our thoughts, reflection suggests that the present 
situation is largely the outcome of mistakes of a practical 
nature made in the past. These are not only mistakes on 
the part of Frenchmen, whether these be administrators, 
military ‘tien or colonists, but also of the Moslems who 
wish to change what they feel is the colonial status of 
their native land. If the French have been slow to accept 
necessary changes consonant with the changing times, 
the Moslems have tried to move too fast, and, of late 
years,-allowed themselves to be influenced by outside 
considera 


tions. 


It would havé been much wiser if all concerned had 
tried to work out, and to participate in, a sound system 


of democratic government for 


the connection with France. 


Algeria, while preserving 


The French army has made great sacrifices to keep 


order in Algeria in the past 


and the European colonists 


have done much toward the country’s material develop- 


ment. 


There seems no reason why all this effort should 


be thrown away and the intransigent attitude of the FLN 
is just as unwise as the expression of diehardism on the 
part of some of the Europeans. It seems to us that in 
the circumstances the only wise course for Algeria is 
some sensible compromise.

subjects will come up during 
the De Gaulle-Kennedy encount- 
er, which certainly cannot e» 
cape being a dramatic moment 
in personal diplomacy. 
President De Gaulle will tell 
President Kennedy that in his 
view the United Nations today 
does not in any way resemble 
what was planned when it was 


formed in 1945. First of all, 


the Security Council no longer 
comprises only the Big Powers. 
As for the General Assembly of 
the U.N., De Gaulle will tell 
Kennedy that it has assumed 
all powers. .It can deliberate 
on everything, without and 
even against the advice of the 
Security Council which is thus 
dispossessed of its essential — 
rogative. In addition, this Gen- 
eral Assembly now includes rep- 
resentatives of more than 100 
states—com to 40 when 
first formed. Most of these new 
nations are improvised states 
and believe their duty is to 
stress grievances or demands 
against older nations. 


Riotous Sessions 


As for the U.N. Charter. De 
Gaulle will explain that in his 
view it now inconveniences 
every one and there is no one 
who can enforce its applica- 
tion. As regards the or 
cooperation between East and 
West within the United Nations, 
we can see its results. 

Thus, today the meetings of 
the U.N. are no more than 
riotous and scandalous sessions 
where there is no way to or- 
ganize an objective debate and 
which are filled with invectives 
and insults proffered especially 
by the Communists and by 
those who are allied with them 

inst the Western nations. 
is is an official view of the 
French Government. 


And what is worse, De Gaulle 
will tell Kennedy, is that as the 
U.N, a of dis- 
turbance, confusion and divi- 
sions, it acquires the ambition 
‘o intervene in all kinds of 
matters. It is anxious to assert 
itself—even by force of arms— 
as it did in the Congo. The re- 
sult is that it carries to the 
local scene its global inco- 
herence and the personal con- 
ceptions of its various agents 
and the individual partiality of 
each of the states which send 


their contingents with their 
own orders. 

Disunited Nations 
It is hi unlikely that 


Kennedy will be able to change 
De Gaulle’s view that under 
present conditions France does 
not see how she can adopt any 
other attitude toward the 
United Nations than that of the 
greatest reserve. De Gaulle, by 
the way, often refers to it as 
the Disunited Nations. In any 
case, De Gaulle has made it 
quite plain that France does 
not wish to contribute her 
money or men to any present 
or eventual undertaking of this 
organization — or disorganiza- 
tion.

Re Driving License for Foreigners 


In answer to the letter pub- 
lished in yesterday's Readers in 
Council by Foreigner, Toyozo 
Saqtoma, chief of the Kanagawa 
Prefectural Police Traffic Sec 
tion 111 replies as follows: 


Any applicant for an ordinary 
driving license, be he or she a 
foreigner or Japanese national 
residing in Yokohama must, ac- 
cording to regulations, take his 
or her examinations at Naka- 
mura-cho, as against other types 
of motor vehicle licenses, the ex- 
aminations of which are held at 
Rokkaku-bashi. Exception to 
the above is that those gra 
uates of different driving institu- 
tions are directed to one or the 
other in accordance with the 
location of each school. 


To the complaint of “not giv- 
ing equal facilities with Japa- 
nese obtaining licenses there” 
this is quige a surprise since 
“we feel that we have gone out 
of our way to accommodate for 
eigners as, for instance, whereas 
when a person passes the ex- 
aminations the usual time re- 
quired before a _ license is 
actually granted is from 10-12 
days but with a foreign tourist 


whose sojourn is only about 10 
days we have, according to the 
3 t's wish, issued a 


license the following day. The 
Japanese side has branded us of 
discrimination.” 


We do not know when your 
correspondent took his examina- 
tions but there has been quite a 
revision as of Dec. 20, 1960 to 
simplify examination require 
ments that there should not 
have been much difficulty in 
understanding the questions. 
The translations have been gone 
through by foreigners also. 


Official documentation has a 
peculiarity and even the Japa- 
nese find it hard to understand 
the wording. : 

Being an examination ex- 
aminers are not permitted to 
give any explanation other than 
clarifying misprints or blurred 
letters. By the same reason no 
persons other than the candi- 
dates are permitted into the 
room, Should an applicant fail 
to pass the tests the first time, 
he may have to return “four to 
12 times to obtain a license.” 

The regulation specifies that 


d- an applicant for a driving 


license should submit application 
to the proper located in 
his domicile. Thus, should any 
applicant desire to take his ex- 
aminations in Tokyo, then he 
has only to change his re- 
sidence to a locality to qualify 
him to present himself to the 
agency desires to be ex- 
amined from. 

Practically all licenses issued 
to foreigners during the year 
have been exempt from examin- 
ations except for a quality test 
based on the revised law as of 
Dec. 20, 1960, which states that 
“a holder of a license certificate 
issued by any foreign admin- 
istrative office may obtain a 
license certificate of Japan upon 
passing a quality (visual and 
auditory) test. To date since 
Dec. 20, there has been only 
three exceptions to this general 


rule. 

Chief Sotoma added the Kana- 
gawa Prefectural Police Traffic 
Section III, license subsection 
will be pleased to give pointers 
to those desiring to apply for 
license as preliminary informa- 
tion prior to taking examina-

Status of Okinawa 


NAHA (AP)—The Okinawa 
Morning Star said little would 
be done about eftist demands 
for reversion of this isiand 
bastion to the Japanese Gov- 
ernment. 

“Many peo talk about the 
reversion of Okinawa to Japan, 
but it is unlikely that much will 
ever be done on the subject,” 
it sa.d, “It is more a suoject for 
conversation than it is tor ac 
tion for a number of reasons; 

“First, the Japanese them- 
selves show little interest in re 
covering their onetime colony- 
prefecture for reasons which 
are purely economic. At present 
the U.S. pours some $90 million 
into the Ryukyus each vyear 
through its defense installations 
on Oklir awa. 

“A generous portion of this 
money goes to Japanese traders 
and businessmen ' who have 
found that under American ad- 
ministration Okinawa is a valu 
able market 

“Second, the Okinawans 
themselves are far from unani- 
mous in their desire to return 
to the Japanese womb. Oki- 
nawan businessmen are fearful 
thet Japanese capital might 
overwhelm the embryo Oki- 
nawan enterprises to the dis- 
advantage of the Okinawans. 
Some’ 40,000 wage earners who 
are employed by the American 
installations on Okinawa could 
undergo serious economic loss 
if the status of the island were 
to be changed,” the paper went 
on. 


“Third, the Americans them- 
selves have invested heavily in 
the Ryukyus through their de- 
fense installations which are 
necessary for the protection of 
the Free World.” 


“Fourth, U.S. presence in Oki- 
nawa is proved by military 
necessity, approved by econom- 
ic advantage and sanctified by 
treaty between U.S. and Japan. 
There is neither legality or log- 
fle on the side of those who 
would disturb this arrange- 
ment.”
